According to Mr. Edwards, a New 
York court has issued what is known as 
admonition, restraining anyone from 
starting a suit for damages against the 
White Star Line, except in the court 
where thie monition was issued. This 
makes it very dlfHcult for many to 
start suit, the ruling, apparently, be- 
ing wholly in favor of the company. 
But this is by no means the worst

Shortly after the fatility, two; or 
three suits were smarted in Chicago and 
It was this which caused Mrs. Elsbury 
to place her case in the hands of an at- 
torney, and that suit be started. The 
monition issued in New York, however, 
speedily restrained these suits arid it is 
very doubtful if any isuits be started. 

The death of Mr. Elsbuy is .recalled 
by all. , He Ay as returning from a trip 
to Elgland and chose passage on the 
maiden voyage of the Titanic. For a 
long time his fate was in doubt but 
that he was drowned. Mr. Elsbury 
was one of the best known farmers In

London, Jan. 3.— The Dally Tele- 
grunh'a Dudapcflt corrospondont Mon- 
day sent tho following summary of re- 
portfl gathered by the Austro-Hun- 
garlan authorltlea of massacreB alleged 
to have been committed by Servians 
in Albania: 

( "All tho cruel persocutiona related 
In tho hlatory cf the world have been 
repeated in a moat flagrant manner by 
tho. troops of General : Jankovltch on 
their march through Albania to the 
oen. The Servians did not only treach- 
erously murder and execute armed Al- 
banlana, but their terrible cruelty did 
not stop at falling upon unarmed, do- 
fonaoless persons, old men, women and 
children and Infanta. 

"The Servian ollcors. Intoxicated by 
victory, declared that the most effect- 
ual pHclflcatlon of Albania, would be 
the total extermination of the Mohara- 
modan Albanians. . This Mort d'ordre 
was quickly adopted by the Servian 
army of occupation and was put into 
practice. Between Kumanava and 
Uskub soma 3,000 persons were done 
death; near Prlatina 5,000 Arnauta 
?n beneath, the hands of the Serbs, 
many villages all the houses were' 
on Are and a* .the inliabltants fled 
fore the flames they were shot down 
o rata. Men were shot In sight of 
vea and chifdron and afterward 
slpless women wuro forced to watch 
eir children being carved to pieces 
with bayonets. 

When tlie regiment of Colonel 
Ostoltch entered Prlsrend the colonel 
•shouted. •Kinr The Belgrade news- 
papers say that hardly had this order 
boon given than the soldiers rushed 
Into the houses and murdered every- 
one who fell Into their hands. ^ 

"At Veriaovltch, the Servian com- 
mander Invited the fugitives to return 
and lay down their arras. After they 
had done this 400 persons were cut 
down.

Increaso In Wages, Eight Hour Day 

and Abolishment of Child Labor 

Is Demanded. 

Now York, Dec. 31.— The threat- 
ened strike of cutters, operators, 
pressera and tailors employed In tho 
manufacture of men's and boy's 
clothing In factories of New York 
and vicinity. Including Jersey City 
and Newark, began Monday. Ofllclals 
of the United Garment Workers of 
America estimates that upwards of 
125,000 workers In this Industry Will 
fill the ranks of the striken^ They 
Include about S5.000 men and about 
40,000 women. 

"The object of the strike," said ono

ALLIES REJECTJTURK'S TERMS 

Declare Proposals.Co Not Form Even 

tha Basis for Pjbace Negotiations 

— Te>t)of Offer. 

London, Dec. 31,— "Theao terms do 
not form ovon the basis for negotia- 
tions," was the 'Unanimous outcry of 
tho peace envoys of the allied Balkan 
nations, after Rechad Pasha, the 
chief Turkish delegate, had read the 
reply he had received Saturday from 
Constantinople to his request for In- 
structtons.

4. All the Islands In tho Aegean sea 
to remain Turkish, j

There Is stubborn and aggrcsalvo 
character enough In Bulgaria to Bporo 
for all Bouthweatern Europe.

All the early victories of the Bul- 
garian army completed an Impresalon 
of a ono-tlme lordly race demoralized 
ond' enervated, who retained only tho 
fatalism of "Kismet," In Its lexocon. 

Tho warrlor*a cry, "For Allahl" was 
lost forever. But at Adrlanople "For 
Allah! For the Minarets! For tho 
Padlsha!" roao again to the dignity 
which abandoned bravery alwaya cbm- 
manda. 

Tho Bheer, Impetuous fearlesancaa 
of the Bulgarian, well drilled and 
-coolly manipulated, was tho flrat

Every situation, every development 
In the war reverted .to Adrlanople.

Tho next step wa? the decisive bat- 
tle on tho line from*Lule Burgas. to 
Bunnarhlasar.

ed; that superiority, which makes a 
heavy turning movement posalblo 
whllo the enemy's front Is engaged. 

In short, tho Bulgarians had . tho 
Turks going. Thoy gave the Turks 
no rest, and they had a sufilclent nu- 
merical preppnderanco, In addition to 
the- dependable courage of their In- 
fantry, to 'guarantee ja'uccesa.'

ture of IvanofT'B taak from the aUirt. 
Ivanoff Wakes Up. 
It was Papastcpo nnd Kartaltepa 
which wakened Ivanoff from his dream 
of a final brilliant stroke In keeping 
with tho enriler ones of. the war, Juat 
aa Tclmtalla brought. Demetrieff down 
from tho clouds of overconfldcnce. 
Pnpaatcpo la onb of many hills In the 
narrowing rib of the 203 Meter lllU 
of the siege. With guna In position 
there. Adrianople would bo under 
bombardment. Tho Bulgarians took 
It by sending In the usual cloud of In- 
fantry and lOBlng about a thousand 
men.

Wo took Karteltepe In No- 
vember and a month afterward, In ono 
of their splendid eortlea. the Turks,, 
so far aa I cnnid learn, haf taken lU 
back; but It was as untenable for 
them aa Papaatepo waB for the Bul- 
garians. Possibly becauae It waa again 
ours and very evidently ours perma- 
nently, the Bulgarian censors, had 
found It worth while to confound 
skepticism and persistent unfriendly 
rumors by allowing tho correspon- 
dents to enter the promised land of 
their dreams, where for weeks, be- 
tween'tho batteries on tho hills and 
the Infantry In the muddy river hot- 
tom of tho Arda, hell had raged In tho 
winter rains. 

We did not know then, as we were 
to know a few days later, that beyond 
Kartaltepo In the direction of Delo- 
gatch was another force Isolated from 
the Adrianoplo garrison and the main 
Turkish army, that of Taver Pasha 
with 10.000 men. caught In the literal 
flood of that 100-yard dash of 'tho^ 
ready.

Mutton production has become 
largely a quoatlon of furnishing lamba 
for the market The buyers at Chi- 
cago TJn Ion Stock Yards aaaert that 
about SO per cent, of all the Bhecp 
reaching that place aro lambs. ' While 
the very nature of thlnga aBaurcs ua 
there always will bo mature sheep 
sold as mutton, we ore constrained to 
bellove that in the future the demand 
for lamb mutton will be even stronger 
than It Is today. 

It is surely true that the demand for 
lamb mutton of the higher grade will 
become greater If our people keep up 
their present pace In learning to con- 
sume mutton, becauae their taBtea will 
become educated to dlacrlmlnato cloae-

and It IB commendable In us'that vro 
do. but thla la not all, bccauso wo 
must seek those owes that will nU 
lamb at about tho same. tlmo. ■ 

Unevenneas In a band of lambs 
works .hardship upon tho Individual 
worth of tho lambs becauso they ar« 
hard to judge by tho buyer and ha 
bids low .to mako himself safe. Ntt- 
tlvo lambs are described on tho mar- 
ket as the "up and down flort," ffha 
tho fact that they are so rofiecta upon 
tho skill of the native producer In tbo^

Our cousins on the range aro com- 
pelled through force of circumstances, 
to have their lambs born nil within a. ' 
period of about IB. day^. .because tho 
lambing grounds will not maintain 
the band of owes for a long perioa.
